At  the  Summer  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Ahimni  Association,  it  was  decided 
that  more  interest  in  and  support  of  the  Alumni 
Loyalty  Fund  might  he  attained  if  a  very  definite 
and  specific  goal  could  lie  presented  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Association.  After  consultation  with 
your  committee  it  has  been  decided  now  that  a 
goal  which  should  prove  attractive  and  most 
practical  for  the  College  and  the  Association 
would  be  the  restoration  of  the  "Black  and 
White  House'*  as  an  Alumni  center. 

You  are  all  familiar  with  the  site  next  to  the 
Philoinatheia  Club  and  you  know,  too,  how  un- 
attractive it  is  in  its  present  condition.  I  have 
beeii  assured,  however,  that  the  building  is  sub- 
stantially in  good  condition  and  can  be  reclaimed 
at  what  I  feel  is  a  reasonable  price. 

My  own  concept  on  the  matter  is  that  we 
should  make  it  an  Alumni  Center  along  with  a 
center  for  extra-curriculum  activities  for  the 
undergraduates.  I  would  like  to  see  your  Alumni 
Secretary  established  there  rather  than  intown, 
along  with  the  Directors  of  Public  Relations, 
Publicity  and  the  Placement  Bureau.  The 
HEIGHTS,  STYLUS  and  SUB-TURR]  could 
also  be  accommodated  comfortably  and  practi- 
cally and  over  all  we  would  have  three  large 
assembly    rooms    for    Clnss    Meetings,    Socials, 


Communion  Breakfasts  and  the  like.  Encour- 
aged by  the  enthusiasm  of  your  Executive  Com- 
mittee, I  have  gone  ahead  with  an  architect  and 
contractor  to  get  figures  on  exact  costs  which  I 
shall  present  to  the  Committee  at  their  next 
meeting.  I  have  been  encouraged,  too,  by  the 
support  of  classes  and  groups  to  whom  I  have 
made  mention  of  this  plan  and  already  I  have 
been  assured  of  better  than  twenty  thousand 
dollars  to  help  us  towards  this  goal.  It  has 
been  suggested  that  clubs  or  classes  would  be 
interested  in  taking  certain  rooms  or  facilities 
to  equip  the  building  and,  with  this  in  mind,  we 
are  presenting  a  brochure  which  will  explain  the 
entire  building  and  its  possibilities. 

For  a  long  time  we  have  felt  the  need  of  a 
building  to  house  all  such  activities  and  I  really 
feel  that  this  proposition  will  answer  most  of 
our  needs.  It  can  be  done  quickly  and  reason- 
ably; we  shall  be  prepared  to  start  just  as  soon 
as  we  have  the  backing  of  the  Association. 

Most  heartily,  I  wish  you  all  a  Happy  and 
Blessed  Christmas;  once  again,  I  assure  you  that 
all  the  Fathers  here  at  the  Heights  will  have  a 
very  special  memento  for  you  and  your  inten- 
tions in  their  Christmas  Masses.  May  the  Holy 
Babe  of  Bethlehem  bless  you  and  yours  always!

ARTHUR  W.  DOLAN 

Arthur  W.  Dolan,  1897,  former  president  of 
the  Alumni  Association  died  on  September  28. 

He  had  retired  in  August  as  associate  justice 
of  the  Massachusetts  Supreme  Court,  a  position 
he  held  since  1937. 

Born  in  the  West  End  later  moving  to  Charles- 
town  Judge  Dolan  graduated  from  Boston  Col- 
lege in  1897  and  Harvard  Law  School  in  1900. 

He  was  president  of  the  Boston  Common 
Council  from  1902-04.  In  1906  he  was  secretary 
to  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  John  F.  Fitzgerald.  In 
1907  he  became  Suffolk  Begistrar  of  Probate 
serving  in  this  position  until  1922  when  he  was 
appointed  judge  of  Suffolk  Probate  Court. 

Judge  Dolan  was  president  of  the  Alumni 
Association  from  1912-1915.  He  received  an 
honorary  LL.D.  from  the  College  in  1923. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife  and  five  childern 
one  of  whom  is  Arthur  Barr  Dolan,  '29.

CBA  Registration 

Analysis  of  Secondary  Schools 
Represented  by  Students 

Last  month  figures  for  the  1949  registration 
in  the  College  of  Business  Administration  were 
released  by  Registrar  Frederick  A.  Norton,  '39. 
There  is  a  total  of  1529  students.  An  analysis  re- 
veals that  586  of  them  graduated  from  70  Catholic 
high  schools,  while  943  previously  attended  162 
public  and  private  schools.  Boston  College  High 
graduated  the  greatest,  number,  217.  Leading 
the  public  and  private  schools  was  Boston  Eng- 
lish High  School  with  96  graduates.  The  list 
below  shows  the  schools  in  Massachusetts  repre- 
sented and  the  number  from  each  school. 

In  addition  students  are  enrolled  from  14 
schools  in  Connecticut,  6  in  Maine,  10  in  New 
Hampshire,  3  in  Rhode  Island  and  2  in  Vermont. 

Students  are  also  registered  who  graduated 
from  50  schools  in  Florida,  Illinois,  Maryland, 
Michigan,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania, 
Tennessee,  Texas,  Virginia,  Wisconsin,  and 
Washington,  D.  C.

FOOTBALL 

The  football  eleven  is  a  far  better  team  than 
its  record  of  wins  and  losses  indicates  —  as  we 
said  in  September  only  a  courageous  college 
would  brave  the  schedule  that  that  the  Eagles 
are  facing  this  fall.  Tom  Hamilton  (remember 
him  when  he  appeared  at  the  Sugar  Bowl  dinner 
in  1941  ?)  when  he  was  coach  of  Navy  said,  "We'd 
rather  be  beaten  by  class  than  run  over  medioc- 
rity. Our  system  is  to  meet  and  play  the  best." 
We  at  Boston  College,  too,  meet  the  best  —  al- 
most 100  per  cent  of  us  Alumni  subscribe  to  the 
policy  that  is  in  effect  on  University  Heights. 

In  September  this  corner  stressed  the  critical 
need  for  a  plunging  back  to  keep  the  opponent 
defenses  honest  and  to  make  the  passing  game 
of  Clasby  and  Songin  effective.  Games  have 
been  in  part  lost  because  that  type  of  fullback 
had  not  been  found.  Farrell  has  played  well;  at 
times  he  has  been  excellent,  as  in  the  Mississippi 
game.  Boverini  has  been  splendid  on  defense, 
but  until  the  Clemson  game  when  Ed  Petela, 
given  his  big  chance  to  show  his  worth,  was  the 
best  back  in  the  field,  line-smashing  was  missing. 
Ed  came  through  —  Sportswriter  Joe  McKenney 
on  the  air  hailed  Petela  as  .another  Holovak. 

Several  mischances  conspired  to  bring  defeat 
to  the  Eagles  when  victory  was  expected.  The 
loss  of  Ed  Kennedy  was  severely  felt,  and  this 
despite  the  brilliance  of  Ohouinard  and  Taraso- 
vich.  Ed  Clasby 's  broken  leg  in  the  third  game 
of  the  campaign  was  extremely  costly,  for  Big- 
Ed  and  Clasby  were  important  cogs  in  the  Myers 
machine.  Bad  breaks  like  that  one  in  the  Villa- 
nova  game  when  everyone  in  the  park  was  so 
fooled  by  Songin's  intention  that  even  a  player 
was  detected,  either  correctly  or  not,  of  going 
down  the  field  illegally,  thus  nullifying  a  wonder- 
ful touchdown  pass  thrown  by  Songin  and 
miraculously  received  by  Al  Cannava,  added 
woes  to  the  harassed  Eagles.  At  times,  too,  the 
team  was  guilty  of  ineffective  blocking  and 
tackling. 

At  present  writing  the  team  has  a  2-4-1  record, 
but,  gentlemen,  remember  that  this  team  is  better 
than  its  record,  and  that  record  has  been  com- 
piled in  Grade  A  competition  —  not  in  second 
rate  competition  that  would  leave  the  Eagles 
undefeated  and  unrecognized.  Four  of  these 
teams  were  BoavI  elevens  last  season. 

The  season  opened  disastrously,  when  a  won- 
derful Oklahoma  club,  third  in  the  nation  in 
1948  and  third  in  the  nation  today,  caught  a 
B.  C.  team  that  was  by  no  means  ready  for  it. 
Why  the  Eagles  were  so  far  behind  Oklahoma 
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on  that  opening  day  is  no  mystery  when  we 
learn  that  the  Southern  club  had  worked  as  a 
unit  a  good  part  of  the  summer.  B.  C.  had  no 
offense  except  Songin*s  passing  on  the  day  that 
the  Sooners  annihilated  the  Eagles,  46-0,  in  one 
of  the  most  overwhelming  defeats  of  sixty  years 
of  B.  C.  football.  Songin  passed  46  times  for  22 
completions  and  a  dozen  first  downs,  but  the 
Eagles  were  never  in  the  game  from  the  opening 
kickoff  that  was  run  back  for  a  touchdown. 

All  was  forgiven  in  the  next  game,  for  Wake 
Forest,  another  Bowl  team,  was  nipped,  13-7, 
when  Joe  Diminick  and  Ed  Songin  clicked  for 
two  last-period  touchdowns  and  the  Eagles 
looked  like  a  team  that  might  go  undefeated  the 
rest  of  the  season.  Bunning  up  15  first  downs 
and  showing  flashes  of  ground  brilliance,  the 
Heightsmen  won  a  notable  victory. 

But  then  at  Penn  State  the  roof  fell  in  again, 
this  time  because  the  Eagles  fell  victim  to  an 
aerial  attack  both  of  their  own  and  on  the  part 
of  the  Nittany  Lions.  Hoover  intercepted 
Songin's  pass  for  the  first  score;  then  Luker 
passed  four  yards  for  the  second.  The  huge 
crowd  of  Boston  adherents  had  a  sad  day  at 
State  Park. 

Back  at  Boston,  and  led  by  the  spectacular 
play  of  Al  Cannava,  the  now  low-rated  Eagles 
outplayed  mighty  Mississippi,  to  tie  the  South- 
erners, who  had  looked  for  a  routine  victory. 
B.  C.  jumped  into  a  19-6  lead,  only  to  give  up 
three  touchdowns  to  the  visitors  in  the  last 
quarter.  But  victory  was  still  within  the  grasp 
of  the  Maroon  and  Gold,  who  were  so  hot  that 
they  carried  to  the  11-yard  line  on  first  downs 
just  as  the  clock  ran  out. 

Against  Georgetown  we  thought  that  our 
cohorts  were  on  the  way  —  we  hoped  that  the 
boys  would  not  be  too  hard  on  the  Hoyas  when 
Jack  Farrell  ran  for  a  touchdown  to  climax  a 
wonderful  offensive  within  five  minutes  of  the 
kickoff,  but  Margarita's  team  tied  the  score  and 
won  on  a  cleverly  executed  field  goal  at  the  very 
end.  Once  again  Cannava  starred;  it  was  a 
furious  game  of  football,  and  we  were  thrilled 
by  the  action. 

Villanova  simply  packed  too  many  guns  for 
the  Eagles,  yet  we  were  satisfied  by  the  fight 
that  the  boys  made,  even  while  falling  2S-14.  The 
score  was  21-0  midway  in  the  first  half;  then 
B.  O.  roared  back,  led  by  Songin  and  Cannava, 
to  ring  up  three  touchdowns  in  nine  minutes. 
We  were  delirious  when  alas!  the  third  touch- 
down, on  the  very  last  play  of  the  half,  was 
brought  back  because  a  Boston  player  had  been 
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fooled  and  had  stepped  over  the  scrimmage  line 
on  a  Songin-Cannava  pass.  That  was  the  turn- 
ing point  of  the  game,  for  neither  team  waxed 
hot  in  the  second  half,  although  Villanova 
pushed  over  one  more  score. 

Ed  Petela  came  into  his  own  at  Clemson, 
when  for  the  first,  time  since  1941,  the  Eagles 
successfully  invaded  the  South,  and  exploded 
with  a  thrilling  40-27  victory  in  a  wild  and 
wooly  football  game.  Petela  carried  for  IIS 
yards  in  IS  rushes;  Songin  passed  beautifully 
for  three  scores,  as  the  Walpole  senior  continued 
his  spectacular  and  accurate  hurling  that  has 
brought  him  into  second  place  in  passing  in  the 
whole  nation.  Boarke's  pass  catching  (he  went 
twice  for  touchdowns)  tabs  him  as  an  end  who 
will  see  goodly  action  in  years  to  come,  and  the 
play  of  Stan  Goode  at  end  was  spectacular.  The 
well-deserved  victory  over  Clemson  places  a  new 
light  on  the  season  —  the  boys  can  win  over 
both  Fordham  and  Holy  Cross,  if  they  play  the 
hind  of  game  of  which  they  are  capable. 

FRESHMAN  FOOTBALL 

We  must  not  neglect  the  work  of  a  splendid 
freshman  club  that  shows  masterful  direction  on 
the  part  of  Coaches  Holovak  and  Stuka.  The 
6000  who  saw  the  Eaglets  defeat  Fordham  17-7, 
the  6000  who  saw  the  defeat  of  the  Dartmouth 
freshmen  by  over  twenty  points,  and  the  11,000 
who  saw  our  lads  overpower  Holy  Cross  32-14 
and  saw  Joe  Johnson,  Ahearn,  McCaulay,  Mc- 
Kinnon,  and  their  mates  run  349  yards  to  39, 
saw  the  most  promising  backs  to  appear  at  the 
Heights  in  years,  and  the  tremendous  line  that 
is  varsity  in  ability.  We  compliment  the  coaches 
and  the  boys  on  a  job  well  done,  and  we  have 
high  hopes  for  the  future. 

BASKETBALL 

Basketball  prospects  seem  bright.  Most  of  the 
'-19  varsity  are  available,  and  the  splendid  Brook- 
lyn-studded freshman  team  is  intact.  Coach 
McLellan  in  previewing  the  season  says,  "The 
team  is  better  right  now  than  it  has  been  at  the 
1  eginning  of  any  season  since  I  have  been  on  the 
Heights.  We  will  be  very  fast;  my  only  fear  is 
1  lirt T  we  may  find  that  accuracy  may  be  sacrificed 
to  the  excessive  speed  of  our  team  —  that  re- 
mains the  problem  to  be  solved.  Best  of  all  my 
boys  really  want  to  play." 

The  team  is  definitely  a  New  York  club,  for 
Tim  O'Connell,  Tom  OToole,  Tom  O'Brien,  John
